1. Based upon the submitted appeal arguments and applicant's assertion that the disclosed 
algorithms can effectively perform the functions claimed, the examiner withdraws all rejections 
to all claims.

In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to implement a combined echo estimate with each echo source from 
different locations (acoustic and electrical) and performing the estimation and 
compensation at a common location using a common reference signal and performing the 
processes in parallel, in the known echo cancellers of prior art.
